The only question before us is this: We 
! need fire protection and must have it. 
: The present water w oiks are not furnish­ 
ing it. 
Som ething must be done to recti­ 
fy the trouble. 
To the writer it has seemed that it is 
impolitic to compel the present works to 
shut down until we hav e som ething to 
take their place. 
The water com pany on 
the other hand rely upon the fact that 
they furnish the only protection we hav e 
and claim that the business men of Dixon 
will not allow the city to abandon them 
when the issue really c# bie9 to the point 
v/here it is a question when the works 
are really shut down. 
In this situation 
of a Hairs it seems to me essential that 
either the city or the business men of 
Dixon mig ht be protected in this way : 
We should put in about two miles of mains 
of ample size and sufficient depth, pro­ 
tecting the business streets, the colleg e 
and factories. 
W hen they are put in the 
city can say to the water company that if 
ihey will connect with our new mains and 
will reduce their annual rental a sufficient 
sum to repay the annual interest ou the 
cost of the new’ m ains owned by the city 
then we will continue our relations with 
them and will keep our new’ pipes for fire 
service alone. 
The continuance of this 
arrangement to depend upon the condi­ 
tions that the company furnish prompt 
and reliable serv ice. 
In case the water 
company decline to enter into this ar­ 
rang em ent then the city can buy pumps 
and repudiate all further payments to 
them. 
T he annual payment of five thous­ 
and dollars per year thus sav ed will pay 
fur the cost of running the city pumps 
and leav e enoug h surplus to pay for the 
new system inside ten yours. 
This plan 
of course dispenses with domestic service 
but as that serv ice has alw ay s bren worth­ 
less it would be no loss. 
Possibly some 
one else may sug g est a better plan than 
the above. 
I merely propose it as the 
best that occurs to me. 
One thing iscerj 
tain. 
Our citizens hav e recently paid 
about thirty thousand dollars to build up 
the city.

The Time It Takes te Think. 
We can determine the interval be­ 
tween the production of some external 
change whicli excites mental processes 
and a movement mado after these pro­ 
cesses havo taken place.

N ew Y ork, April 14. — Barnes Ruasefi 
Lowell deliv ered a lecture I before the Reform 
club Friday night on “ Independence in Poli­ 
tics.”

We had under it dev eloped the dangerous 
social problems that ev ery where accompany 
v iolations of natural law, and the inequali­ 
ties of fortune bred of an unjust commercial 
policy showed their effect» in the appearance 
of class distinctions, discontent, and menace.

The suit bfought by General Adam

Tho suggestion seems to have been of­ 
fensi ve to General Grant,for lie not only 
declined Badeau’s proposition, but also 
notified him that his services were not 
wanted on any terms. 
The letter was 
written for Badoau’s reading only , but 
it contained this significant statement. 
“ This correspondence between us may 
be unknown to the world if y ou choose. 
I do not ask secrecy , but the necessity 
of publicity will not occur through any 
fault of mine.” 
The fault is clearly 
Badeau’s, aud now that the facts are 
known, the world will be thankful 
that the memoirs came straight from 
the pen that wrote this letter. 


In the last number of Sc ie nc e 
, Apple­ 
ton Morgan elaborately reviews recent 
experiments in railroad regulation, and 
concludes that the results are as un­ 
satisfactory to the non-railway public 
as Balaam’s cursing of Israel was to 
Balak. 
“ What hast thou done unto 
me? ” cried tho disappointed King.

took thee to curso mine enemies, and,

A strict parallel is presented, 
Mr. Morgan thinks, by the work of the 
Interstate . Commerce 
Commission. 
Created solely in the expectation that 
it would benefit tho public it has 
steadily and persistently ruled in favor 
of the railroads, and in its first report 
rejoiced publicly that railroad earnings 
had been increased under its administra­ 
tion and “ no destructive rate wars had 
occurred. 
Mr. 
Morgan reviews tho 
work of the commission with great sar­ 
casm and is particularly ae re v a 
in deal- 
; with the noted decision in the 
Louisville and Nashville case, where 
the commission “ seized upon its first 
opportunity to assume that the statute 
of interstate 
commerce was of no 
practical value to any body , but in­ 
tended to be understood in a purely 
Pickwickian sense.” 
Those strictures 
are fully deserved. 
In the case referred 
to—the first important one taken into 
consideration—the commission exerted 
itself to strip the short-haul rule of all 
meaning, and it ha> ever since adhered 
strictly to a do-nothing polioy . 
The 
commission has done its best to ovis 
cerate the law and construe it at all 
points against tho public and in favor 
of the carriers. 
After the experience 
had with this body Mr. Morgan asks 
whether Congress will not feel en 
couraged to establish “ an Interstate 
Theatrical Commission which shall ro 
view and absorb the early functions of 
Master of tho Revels, Stage Censor, 
and Lord Chamberlain.”

SELF-ACCUSATION OF CRIME. 


Singula; Case of Murder and Confession 
in England* 


B Y D K . W M . A . HAM M OND. 


D e nve r will soon enjoy unbroken 
rail connection with the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico. A recent dispatch from the Rocky 
Mountain metropolis announced that 
the track of the Pan Handle route 
or the great new road from Denver to 
the Gulf—was connected 28 0 miles 
south of Denver and 525 miles north of 
Fort Worth, in Union Park, Baton 
Mountain. 
This is tho great new line 
of railway which is to give Denver di 
rect access to the Gulf, and which is to 
put it as near tide water as Chicago is 
now, thus giving tho great city of the 
Rocky Mountains and all the region 
about it, egress and access to and from 
Europe by a short sea route of its own 
It in probably a railroad enterprise 
which is going to revolutionize very 
largely the carry ing trade aud general 
commerce of the Now West. 
It is not 
only intended* to push the road to tide 
water on the south, and thus make a 
direct connection between tho Gulf of 
Mexico and the Union Pacific Railroad, 
fcut it is to be pushed north also along

clai in that these coverings are useless, 
but all who have suffered from the dis­ 
ease cau testify that exposure of tho 
joints, even to’tho warm air of the sick 
room, aggravates the pain. 
A more expensive application, and to 
some more agreeable than the mustard, 
is the following: Oil of cajeput and 
spirits of camphor, of each one oun *e ; 
spirits of ammonia, six drams; alcohol 
and chloroform, of each one ounce. 
To use this, first I isten neatly over the 
inflamed joints fiannel of sullicient size 
to cove* thj snmo; 
aftor saturating 
this with the mixture, which must be 
well shaken,jquiekiy ooVer with another 
piece of flannel or oil silk. 
It should 
create an agreeable degree of heat, but 
if it burns too severely , the outer cover­ 
ing must at once be removed to permit 
evaporation, which can be allowed for 
a moment and then again confined. 
The effect of the application will indi­ 
cate how often to renew i t —Boston

It is a very widespread opinion that 
the confession of a person accused of 
an offense is the best possible evidence 
of guilt that can be adduced. 
This 
view is not only entertained by the 
community at large, but is held bj the 
common 
judicial 
decisions. 
Thus 
Blackstono declares that “ A confession 
of the prisoner taken out of court be­ 
fore a magistrate or person having com­ 
petent authority to take it and proved 
r>y two witnesses is sufficient to convict 
him of treason. ” In a note Mr. Archer 
Ry land, the commentator, states that: 
“ It appears now to be an established 
rule that a full and voluntary confes­ 
sion by the prisoner of the overt act 
charged against him is of itself suffi­ 
cient to warrant a conviction.” 
In other places Mr. Ry land reiter­ 
ates in stronger language that the vol­ 
untary confession of a prisoner accused 
of a crime is sufficient in the absence of 
all other evidence to justify his convic­ 
tion. 
In 
all works upon evidence 
which I have consulted it is stated that 
no stronger testimony of the guilt of 
an accused person can be obtained than 
that which he supplies of his own ac­ 
cord in the form of a confession made 
without constraint, without any prom­ 
ise of reward or immunity and duly 
witnessed by competent persons. 
The principle upon which the exist­ 
ing practice in rospect to confession 
appears to be based, is that the innate 
eagerness of man to preserve bis life, 
his health, his liberty , or his property 
is so overpowering that it is almost 
impossible that he will say any thing 
calculated to put either of these attri 
butes in jeopardy , if he bo innocont, 
and that consequently when he does 
confess to the commission of an offense 
the punishment cf which is death, mu­ 
tilation, imprisonment, or forfeiture of 
estate, he must necessarily speak the 
truth. 
. 
Al . 
I propose in this paper to show that 
it is no uncommon circumstance for 
persons to confess to having perpe­ 
trated crimes of which they were either 
certainly or probably innocent, and 
that there are forces in operation in the 
human mind which may prompt to the 
making of a false 
confession even 
though by so doing life, liberty , or 
property bo put in danger. Thus there 
is a difficulty in the minds of some per­ 
sons who exhibit no other evidence of 
mental aberration to discriminate be­ 
tween their thoughts or their dreams 
and absolute facts. 
They brood over 
some real or imaginary circumstance 
until they bring themselves to believe 
in its reality . 
Such a person for instance reads m 
the daily press of some shocking mur­ 
der that has been committed, the per­ 
petrator of which has escaped unrecog­ 
nized. 
He reads it iu one newspaper 
and in another and another, hears it 
talked up among his companions and 
begins by wondering whether or not 
the murderer will ever be discovered. 
Ho knows that murders have been com­ 
mitted by persons who at tho time 
were in a state of somnambulism or 
who were suffering from an epileptic 
paroxy sm. 
Perhaps he has himself in 
his y outh walked in his sleep or has had 
a convulsion as his mother has told him.

one or more sy mptoms. 
The quack 
medieino advertisers are fully aware of 
this fact and mado full use of it to 
frighten the ignorant into the purchase 
of their trash. 
Our incipient self-ac­ 
cuser has therefore no trouble in tind- 
at some period of his life has not had 
ing what lie is looking for, and he goes 
home fully convinced that he has nod an 
epileptic paroxy sm during ^hieli he 
may have been a murderer. 
Ihu tran­ 
sition from a possibility to a realitv 
presents no difficulties to his mind and 
lie ends by fully helieviug himself to be 
the murderer for whom tho police are 
seeking. 
Ho visits tho place where the 
crime was committed, questions the 
residents of the neighborhood in regard 
to all the particulars and even interro­ 
gates the police relative to their plans 
for securing the murderer and the secret 
evidence thev may have in their pos­ 
session. 
At last suspicion is turned to­ 
ward him and eventually he is arrested. 
Tho accounts that he has read m the 
newspapers and the gossip he has 
heard, regardless cf his original idea 
that ho had perpetrated the crime dur­ 
ing an epileptic fit, and therefore iu a 
state of unconsciousness, force lum to 
make atonement» h 
e 
confesses that he 
perpetrated the murder and gives a fnll 
end circumstantial account of the crime. 
Inquiry toon» however, show# that he 


could not by any possibility have been 
the perpetrator, and lie is is, therefore, 
after a few day s, during which the 
newspapers have given the most sensa­ 
tional accounts of his brutality and re­ 
morse, discharged from custody . 
Sometimes, however, the termina­ 
tion is not so fortunate for the false 
confessor. 
Several y ears ago a boy , Francis La- 
ville Kent, 4 y ears old, was found 
murdered in an outhouse on his father’s 
premises iu F.ngland. 
The throat was 
cut to the bone and there was a wound 
in the chest which penetrated to the 
heart. 
The corpse was wrapped in a 
blanket which belonged to the bed in 
w hich the child slept the night before, 
a piece of flannel such as women some­ 
times wear upon the chest was found 
under the body , and a portion of a news­ 
paper, which had evidently been used 
for wiping a^loody knife, lay upon the 
floor. 
Nothing else was discovered 
calculated to indicate the perpetrator 
of the deed, and even the ownership of 
the piece of flannel could not be traced. 
Before going to bed the night before 
Mr. Kent had seen that all the doors 
and windows of the bouse were se­ 
curely closed. 
The housemaid in com­ 
ing down stairs that morning had found 
the drawing-room door and one of the 
windows open, but os there was no ev­ 
idence of force having been used, it 
was supposed that they had been 
opened from tho inside. 
There was no 
evidence whatever to fasten the crime 
upon any one. 
Suspicion fell by turns 
upon Mr Kent, the nurse, and upon a 
daughter of the former by Ins first 
wife; but nothing was discovered suf­ 
ficient to justify the committal 
of 
either at the trial 
The y oung lady 
had been heard to utter expressions of 
dislike against the murdered child, and 
had on several occasions shown some 
slight degree of jealousy toward him. 
A night dress of hers wras missing and 
no satisfactory accounts were given of 
its whereabouts, but there was nothing 
more. 
As was very natural she had 
shed tears when informed of the cause 
of her arrest, but bad borne herself 
throughout the examination with won­ 
derful fortitude and apparently with 
the utmost consciousness of innocence. 
Shortly afterward she entered a semi­ 
conventual order connected with the 
Church of England, remaining in se­ 
clusion about five y ears, when she vol» 
untarily came forward, confessed her­ 
self guilty of her brother’s murder and 
was committed to take her trial for the 
crime. 
When arraigned she pleaded 
guilty to the indictment, and on her 
plea alone without any further inquiry , 
and without even the case being 
to the jury , she was condemned. 
From the report of the trial I make 
the following extract: 
“ At 9 o’clock the learned J udge took 
his seat on the bench and tho prisonei 
was placed at the bar. 
She stoot. 
firmlv but meekly with her eves cast 
down aud her hands clasped before 


Silence having been proclaimed the 
deputy clerk of arraigns said : 
“ Constance Emiline Kent, y ou are 
charged with the willful murder of 
Francis Laville Kent on the 28 th o 
J une, 18G0. 
Are y ou guilty or not 
guilty ? 
t 
Prisoner (in a low voice)—Guilty . 
J udge—Are 
y ou aware that 
y ou 
are charged with having willfully , in 
tentionally , and with malice murderec. 
y our brother? 
The prisoner made some answer but 
in so low a tone that it could not bo 
heard. 
J udge—I must repeat the question. 
You are charged with willfully , inten­ 
tionally , and with malico killed and 
murdered y our 
brother. 
Are y ou 
guilty or not guilty ? 
Prisoner (in a low tone)—Guilty . 
J udge—The plea must be recorded. 
The J udge, evidently a kind and gen­ 
erous-minded man, then asanmed the 
black cap, and with groat feeling, in 
which the prisoner joined with hy s­ 
terical sobs, sentenced her aa his duty 
and tho law required. 
And thus, with­ 
out any inquiry into the character of 
the influences which had been brought 
to bear upon her, and the tendencies 
of her disposition while in tlio religious 
institution, the sanity or insanity of her 
mind, her antecedents, her hereditary 
predisposition, or any other point which 
might have thrown light upon the 
ease, to lessen her criminality if really 
guilty , or to weaken the force of her 
plea if innocent 
Constance Kent left 
the court convicted of the highest crime 
known to the laws of man. If innocent 
lier case is one more added to tho long 
liat of others—monomaniacs, ecstatics, 
enthusiasts, hy sterical persons, 
and 
liars—who have confessed to tho com 
mission of offenses which they did not 
perpetrate. 
If guilty she is, so far oa 
1 know, the solitary instauce of an indi- 
viiual confessing to a crime and beiug 
senteueod to death upon no other evi­ 
dence than that of admission. 
Men 
and women before this, in the face of 
overwhelming testimony against them, 
or while in a druuken debauch, or on 
their deatli-beds. or standing on the 
scaffold with no hop« » of escape, or un­ 
intentionally , like the robbers in the 
Cranes of Iby eus, havo confessed their 
crimes; but if any criminal of sane 
mind has ever vet voluntarily supplied 
all the evidence that 
could 
con­ 
sign him or her to an ignominious 
grave, tho case has oscaped my observa- 
tion. 
It cannot be doubted that dur 
ing her sojourn in the semi-conventual 
house, in which she remained nearly 
Constance Kent was sub­ 
set 


the crime in order to free her fathet 
and at the same time immolate herself. 
That these were sufficient motives can­ 
not be questioned; that they were po­ 
tential with her is, I think, reasonable 
supposition. 
At any rate, so doubtful 
did the authorities feel in regard to her 
gnilt that her sentence was commuted 
to imprisonment for life, and three or 
four y ears ago she received a full par- 
doft. 
I suppose in this country such a case 
could not possibly occur without the 
verdict of a jury in confirmation of the 
plea. 
But no instance could, I think, 
more effectually exhibit the wrong of 
acting solely upon a confession than 
this one of Constance Kent. 
It sometimes happens that persons 
and this is especially true of y oung 
childreif—are unable to disassociate 
their dreams from realities. 
I ha^0 
' mown children to be punished for tell- 
ing lies when full inquiry showed that 
they were relating circumstances of 
which they had dreamed. 
A patient, a lady , informed me upon 
one occasion that she had risen m the 
night and gone to visit a gentleman of 
ler acquaintance who lived in a distant 
>art of the city and had stay ed in hia 
louse until morning. Thorough inquiry 
showed bey ond the possibility of doubt 
that there "was not a word of truth in 
ier story ; that she had not left the 
louse at all, and that the gentleman in 
question was not at the time in the 
eity . 
A desire for notoriety will sometimes 
y e the predominant force in causing a 
alse confession. 
A few y ears ago I 
was requested by Col. Whitely , the 
chief detective officer of the Govern­ 
ment, to visit in the Tombs prison a 
man who had confessed himself to be a 
member of a gang of counterfeiters. 
This individual had written a letter to 
the Secretary of the Treasury in which 
he detailed, in the most consistent and 
minute manner, the organization of tho 
band, 
and as 
members of which 
he 
gave 
the 
names 
of 
the 
most 
eminent 
and 
respectable 
citizens of the United 
States 
of < 
both political parties. 
His statements 
were believed, 
and Col. 
Whitely 
was directed to investigate the whole 
affair with the utmost secrecy and com­ 
pleteness. 
CoL Whitely , w*th the 
pespicuity for which he is noted, soon 
had his suspicions excited that the 
man’s story was a fabrication. 
Never­ 
theless the evidence the follow had sent 
to Washington was so far credited that 
it was under consideration to arrest the 
alleged members of the band, embrac­ 
ing Governors of States, Senators, 
Representatives, and high officers of the 
army . 
I found the man to^ be insane, 
but it was a form of insanity that only 
one skilled in diseases of the mind 
would have been enabled to detect. 
Frequently the only motive for a con- 
ession is tho hope of some personal ad­ 
vantage to the confessor who knous 
full well that when the time comes to 
proceed to extremities with him he will 
be able to show his innocence. 
A rail­ 
way journoy , the desire to shield a 
friend, accused of a crime, or to obtain 
for himself or others a reward that may 
have been offered and even tho wish to 
perpetrate a joke at the expense of tho 
officers of justice have all been causes 
of false self-accusation. When so many 
incentives and predispositions exist it 
is not going too far to say that confes­ 
sion without supporting evidence of an 
affirmative character is not entitled to 
tho slightest consideration.

Once upo n a time N iirn Shah met the 
“ Gen. Sab.” 
The General was o ne o f 
bis great admirers; he said to him: 
“ Willyo u enter my serv ice? ” 
“ With pleasure,” was the answer; 
“ but yo u must first put to death the 
ko tv al o f Naushehra.” 
The General o bjected to the co ndi­ 
tio n, and the nego tiatio n was sto pped; 
but he sent him as a to ken o f esteem, a 
gun. a s wo rd, a pisto l, 200 rupees, and 
a milch co w. 
Naim Shah was to uched 
with the pro ceedings; but this did no t 
prev ent his slaughtering an 
entire 
picket at Chahko t; he retired peace­ 
fully, carrying with him so me twenty 
Martini guns—quite a fo rtune fo r a 
po o r Afghan ro bber. The Go v ernment 
at last had reco urse to the unfailing 
metho d; it put a prize o f 0,000 rupees 
o n his head. Maim Shah, taken by 
surprise while asleep at Ko hi, was 
wo unded to death befo re he co uld de­ 
fend himself.

B r ad le yn ain o first 
came into innhfirable prominence in No- 
vem U r, 1885, when lie was arrested 
oUuv^eG v. itl» U*inp; iiibaiic through exces­ 
sive indulgence in morphine and cocaine, 
the latter a powerful narcotic of which 
up to that time little had liecn heard, lie 
was taken hef*» re J udge Premlei'gaM, was 
declared to l*o insane, and given a sen­ 
tence of three months in the W ashing­ 
tonian home. 
After it fortnight h slay at 
the home l)r. Bradley went to t anada, 
his old home, w h fc he gave liiinself up 
entirely to the demands of the drug, the 
fascinations of 
which completely en­ 
thralled him. 
Pract ice and homo were 
gone, and he gave freo rein to his vice. 
He returned to Chicago and was Bent to 
the insane asylum, where a complete cure 
was effected, and he resumed his practice, 
only to find himself deserted by his 
clients and his reputation impaired. 
Consolation for the reverses came with 
cocaine, to which he again became a 
victim, and there were months when he 
absolutely lived in the state of mind it 
produced, securing it by book or crook 
until his last jwssesaion was gone and his 
family taggared. 
The physician went to the gutter, an 1 
a year ago was lag g ing for cocaine at 
drug stores or securing it by fictitious 
orders on druggists. 
Then be disap­ 
peared. 
He was occasionally heard from 
in Canada and the east until lust fall, 
when the papers recorded his arrest in 
New York city for endeavoring to obtain 
a supply of cocaine by representing him­ 
self as a messenger sent from one phy­ 
sician to another. 
In the police court 
the gaunt, emaciated, ragged man told 
bis story of want and woe, and the 
causes which brought them about. 
At 
that time ho was using sixty grains of 
cocaine a day. 
lie was sent to Bellevue 
hospital to di*. 
There be was found by 
the manager of the Christian home, 
where he was nursed back to mental and 
physical vigor. 
Dr. Bradley was reluctant to dwell on 
the episodes thus briefly given, but con­ 
versed freely on other circumstances of 
bis life. 
“ Until 1885 there was nothing to dim 
my prospects,” said Dr. Bradley. 
“ It 
was in that year that cocaine was first 
brought to notice through a German 
physician, but it was only known as a 
practical anaesthetic 
in* operation 
by 
oculists. 
There was no method known 
for using it for other purposes. 
I was 
the first man to discover that it could be 
otherwise used—in fact, to take the place 
of ether or chloroform. 
That discovery, 
so important to the world, was most un­ 
fortunate for me. 
W hen I announcet 
my discovery physicians laughed and de­ 
clared I was crazy. 
I wrote a letter to 
Mayor Harrison asking him to appoint 
a 
medical commission to inquire into the 
value of my discovery, which was the 
administration of cocaine hypodermic­ 
ally. 
I first utilized my discovery by 
testing it on a cat. 
I dissected a leg of 
a cat, exposing tissues and muscles, and 
kept the animal on m y desk for hours 
watching the circulation. 
There was n » 
pain, the drug exercising a soothing 
effect. 


cnee c? cccLTne m Tmrrrr.

mented on m yself again and again to see 
just how far this limit extended, and 
learned just where, when and how' to 
givo injections. 
Physicians then 
be 
lieved that the effects of the drug w ere 
similar to those of morphine. 
To dis­ 
prove this I tried actual cautery by ap­ 
plying to m y body red hot irons, but I 
felt no pam, and there was not the 
slightest sensation as the flesh withered 
under the 
heated 
irons. 
For three 
months every day for a half hour I ex­ 
perimented w ith the drug, and often 
passed several hours of the night in its 
study before a mirror, watching its ef­ 
fect on m yself. 
But I never realized 
that it was obtaining a mastery over me 
Its fascinating powers were unknown to 
the profession. I was thunderstruck when 
I found that the drug was absolutely 
necessary to m y mind and body. 
I be­ 
lieve I could liave conquered the habit 
then wore it not for a misunderstanding 
with the man from whom I rented my 
home. 
IIo wanted his house, and when 
I refused to vacate it my weakness was 
made a point by which I was dragged 
into an insane court. 
Persecution and 
publicity drove me to desperate extremes. 
At the* W ashingtonian 
home no one 
knew how to treat m y disease. 
Every­ 
body knows the rest—how I went to the 
gutter and lost every thing .” 
“ W ith all your experience with co 
caine, how do you now regard it*” asked 
the reporter. 
“ I think it is a grand drug, with re 
markable properties, and destined to take 
the place of ether and chloroform. It can 
be used without danger of death. 
It 
produces no nausea or prostration. 
It is 
a great specific for nervous diseases, for 
certain diseases of the spine, for paralysis, 
for tetanus, hydrophobia and other con­ 
vulsive diseases. 
It will unite with other 
anti-spasmodics and intensify their ac­ 
tion. X think I know more about cocaine 
than most men, but I have no compre 
liensive idea of its possibilities. 
Sci­ 
entists are only in the experimental stage 
with it.” 
“ W hat are the effects of the drug? ” 
“ To begin with, it is like the effects of 
any stimulant at certain 
stages, but it is 
not stupefying, as is opium. 
The person 
taking it has a feeling that everything is 
lovely and serene, of perfect content­ 
ment and universal satisfaction. 
All 
tilings seem ]>* rfect. 
There arc none of 
the frightful illusions which come from 
liquor or other stimulants. 
Excessive 
quantities, though, cause great irritabil 
ity. 
The duration of the effect is about 
two hours, and is succeeded by a feeling 
of depression and exhaustion. 
But there 
in none of the disturbance of the mind or 
nervous svstem that follows o run ken 
ness. 
The victim loses all strength after 
each indulgence, ami there lies the chief 
danger in using cocaine. 
It weakens the 
action of the heart, making sudden strains 
or excitements dangerous, as was ex­ 
emplified in the sudden death of a physi­ 
cian, who engage* 1 in a quarrel v\ith a 
barber las* year and fell dead during the 
quarrel, 
lie used cocaine. 
I be eticcts 
(if the habit are degrading. It u ill deaden 
a m an’s jK'rception of 
right, just the 
same as whisky, and pull a victim down 
to the lowest depths of low cunning and 
viciousness. *' —C hicagt* News. 
A Hint to Sm okers.
